Some regions of Brazil suffered 
power shortages in 1951. This year 
the difficulty will be less, however, 
and we hope that in 1953, 1954 
and 1955 power will be in normal 
upply. 

The power problem is easier to 
solve than the petroleum  prob- 
lem, which received preferen- 
tial treatment in 1951, because 
the long-established power indus- 
tries already are expanding 
rapidly. 

Since the war the rate of ex- 
pansion of electric power in Brazil 
has been high, exceeding that of 
the highly-industrialized countries 
and even of some underdeveloped 
lands (Australia, Mexico, Canada, 
South-African Union, Chile, Ar- 
gentina and others). 

The present crisis is due to flow 
of population to the large cities, 
encouraged by industrialization, 
and to the inadequacy, despite 
satisfactory earnings of some of 
the utility companies. 

As I mentioned in my 1951 mes- 
sage, even some of the more im- 
portant utility companies restrict 
their expansion activities to self- 
Although 
these profits are large, the rate of 


financing out of profits 


growth is not in line with the de 


mand in the big cities. 


States Electrify 


To solve this problem, various 
States have already begun electri- 
fication projects, and the Federal 
Government will also intensify its 
activity in this field from 1953 on- 
wards. A satisfactory aspect of 
this work is the progress of the 
Paulo Afonso project.

port. It is, of course, lower than 
that obtainable in buSiness or in- 


dustry, but that is true throughout 


the world, and it should be re- 
membered that business and in- 
dustry contain a speculative ele- 
ment of risk, while power com- 
panies are noted for their stable 
profits. 

Experience shows it is over-op- 
timistic to try to neutralize lack 
of interest on the part of private 
capital by granting special favors 
or privileges. This is why we 
pointed out in our 1951 message 
that the Government would have 
to assume responsibility for build- 


ing power systems.

In line with water power plans, 
an official survey was made of the

Dutch to Dredge

A fleet of 26 Dutch dredgers, 
tugs, and suction-dredgers will be 
employed to dredge or renovate 
recently disclosed in London. 

The fleet, belonging to R. Boltje 
& Sons, of Zwolle, Holland, will 
proceed to Brazil under its own 
power, it was said, and will be 
operated by a crew of about a 
hundred.
